3. In view of amendment to the claim 12, the rejection of claims 12, 14 and 16 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gahwiler et al (Neuroscience, 1982, 7; 1243-1256) in 
view of Gross et al. (J. of Neuroscience Methods 5: 13-22, 1982) is withdrawn. 

4. In view of amendment to the claim 12, the rejection of claims 12,14 and 16 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, new matter rejection is withdrawn. 

5. In view of amendment to the claim 12, the rejection of claims 12,14 and 16 under 35
